CIVIL AIK PATHOL COMMUNICATIONS 


The CAP operates a state-wide net on 4585 as the main frequency and 
4582 as the stadby. This net meets twice a day, seven days a 

week at 0600Z and 2000Z, ‘This net is made up of approximately 

15 stations located in various areas throughout the state. It 

4s used for Search and Rescue operations both as point-to-point 
and air-to-ground, It is also used for Search and Rescue 
coordination between CAP units and the Air Force such as their 

high altitude electronics search aircraft and rescue helicopters, 


When this net is not being used for actug@l search and rescue, it is 
used to pass administratibe traffic from Wing Headquarters here 
on Elmendorf AFB ovt to various squadrons and back. 


CAP is also authorized FM-VHF repenters. We have one set of 
frequencies nationwide , 143.9 MH. .n and 148.15 out. We only have 
one of these repeaters in Alaska and it is located here in Anchorage. 
It 1s used for cadet training, pilot call-out, for the Wing 
Commander and his staff officers, 


CAP can always use more ham radio operators to help operate nets 
repair and install radios and take care of the administrative 
work load that is required by the Air Force, If you think you 
would like to help, please c*ll me.
